1. Qn 43th August the first German shells (presumably 12-14 inch calibre) 
fell on the south-east coast of England, On 22nd August the SAUSAGE-DEALERS 
( KOLEASMIEI)[4] shelled from the CAP GRIS MEE ares a convoy of ships [1 group 
wddentified) to [a] DOVER. The firing started at 10.56 and ended at 12.15. 
Artillery apetting wes by an airoreft and smoke shells. The range was 52-37 
km. More than 100 shells were fired. A salvo foonsisted of)[b] four rounds 
with an [D0 average] interval between salvoes of two minutes; the interval 
between firing and the fell of the shells was about ome minute. The British 
laid a meoke soreen and state that there were no losses. At MOO hours on 
22nd August the SAUBAGE-DEALERS fired 12 shells at DOVER in salvees of three 
shells, The British bombed by [the light of)[b] parachute flares {e].
